William S, Chalker was born in Ox- 
ford, Ont., May 29, 1842. At the age 
of 22 years he went to Port Huron 
and enlisted fer the Civil war in 
Company I, lst regiment U. S. arti!- 
lery, on the 9th day of August, 1864, 
stationed at Detroit. He served 
three years as corporal and’ lance 
sergeant. He fought in the follow- 
ing battles: Arthur’s Swamp; Boyn- 
ton Plank Road} Weldon railroad; re- 
capture of Fort Steadman; capture of 
Stony Creek stativi; siege of Peters- 
burg; fall of Richmond; and surren- 
der of Lee. He became a U. S. cit- 
izen during the siege of Petersburg. 
He was transferred to Texas and 
served as orderly for the commanding 
officer in the fight at Mattamoras, 
Texas. He was dicharyed August 19, 
1867 at Brownsville, Texas, and re- 
turned to Oxford, Canada. He was 
married at the latter place and moved

where he took a homestead. He lat- 
er lost his wife and then engaged in 
the lumbering business. He was 
again married at Mayfield, Michigan, 
October 14, 1877 to Miss Margroat 
Murphy, his present wife, to whom 
three children were born—Eliza, Wil- 
liam and Edwin. He moved to Gray- 
ling in 1885 and has since resided in 
Crawford county. He was elected 
sheriff of the county in 1894 and 
served two terms and has been three 
times chairman of the county board 
af supervisors. 

Mr. Chalker was one of our most 
prominent and honored citizens. He 
was a member of the county war 
board during the World war and was 
one of our most active and enthusias- 
tic war workers, and was one of our 
most zealous patriots. Seldom was 
there a patriotic meeting in Grayling 
or the northern part of the county 
but that “Comrade” Chalker. was 
present. His fiery speeches will long 
be remembered by hundreds of peo- 
ple who heard him. He was an in- 
spiration always and ranked in pa- 
triotism equal to any of our most 
zealous citizen. The people loved 
‘Comrade Chalker and the news of his 
death is saddening to his hundreds of 
warm friends. He was a member of 
Marvin Post, G. A. R. and his pass- 
ing away leaves that organization 
with but six members For the past six 
months Mr. Chalker had been plan- 
ning a reunion of the G. A. R. mem- 
bers of Northern Michigan which 
was to have been held in this city 
sometime during the coming summer. 

The funeral service was held in the 
Michelson Memorial church, Tuesday 
morning at 10:00 o'clock, Rev. C. E. 
Doty preaching the sermon. The lo- 
cal merchants closed their places of 
business during the hour of the fun- 
eral.

WHAT IS BEING DONE ON EAST 
MICHIGAN PIKE, 


That there will be a hard surfaced 
road all the way from Bay City to 
Mackinaw within two or three years 
and that 80 per cent of the section 
of this road between Bay City and 
Alpena will be completed before the 
end of 1920, is the promise which M. 
DeGlopper district engineer of the 
state highway department, is making 
ta the people of northeastern Mich- 
igan, ' x 

In addresses at Alpena and West 
Branch last week he told what has 
been done and what is to be done this 
year on the East Michigan pike, of 
which there are 147 miles from Bay 
City to Alpena and 114 miles from 
Alpena to Mackinaw. 

Between Bay City and Alpena 59 
miles have been built, 26% miles are 
already contracted for and 28 miles 
will be contracted for before the end 
of June, all built or to be built under 
the state highway plans. In addition 
there are 16 miles of what is known 
as “Cluss A” gravel road, which ac- 
counts for practically 90 per cent of 
the road between Bay City and Al- 
pena. North from Alpena 43 miles 
of road have been built and there is 
every prospect that several large sec- 
tions will be constructed this vear. 

“You needn’t send me any mor 
literature about Northeastern Michi- 
gan,” writes Arthur Waite. of Kear- 
ney Park, Fresno Co., California, to 
Secretary Marston, of the Northeast- 
ern Michigan Development bureau.
